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I, the undersigned Roger L. Browdy, hereby declare 
and state as follows. 

I am a member (equivalent to a partner) of Browdy 
and Neimark, P.L.L.C. (hereinafter Browdy and Neimark) and 
have been a member of Browdy and Neimark, or a partner of the 
predecessor partnership, since 1976. 

In view of my position, I am ultimately one of the 
custodians of the records maintained at Browdy and Neimark. 

I have reviewed the Browdy and Neimark file of the 
application that issued as patent 5,688,651. Among the 
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materials found in said file was the document submitted 
herewith as Exhibit O. 

I have reviewed the declarations of Kenneth I . Kohn 
and Shulamit Hirsch, which on information and belief are being 
filed on even date herewith. 

Exhibit O appears to me to be in the nature of a 
publication manuscript. Furthermore, I have noticed that each 
page has two fax headers thereon, presumably placed by the 
sending fax machines, which headers appear to indicate that 
the document was faxed from the Biotechnology Department to 
Ramot on November 16, 1994, commencing at the hour of 16:01, 
and was forwarded by Ramot elsewhere on the same date, 
commencing at the hour of 17:07. Accordingly, it is apparent 
to me that Exhibit O is the Nature manuscript referred to in 
the fax from Hananel Kvatinsky of Ramot to Dr. Kenneth Kohn, 
the cover page of which is, on information and belief, of 
record as Exhibits G (from Kohn' s file) and N (from Ramot' s 
file) . Indeed, the fact that the manuscript begins as page 2 
on the fax header is consistent with the cover sheet of 
Exhibit G, which shows that it was page 1 of a document faxed 
on November 16, 1994, at the hour of 17:07, i.e., at the same 
time as page 2 in Exhibit O. 

I hereby further declare that all statements made 
herein of my own knowledge are true and that all statements 
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made on information and belief are believed to be true; and 
further that these statements were made with the knowledge 
that willful false statements and the like so made are 
punishable by fine or imprisonment, or both, under Section 
1001 of Title 18 of the United States Code and that such 
willful false statements may jeopardize the validity of the 
application or any patent issued thereon.
